Swearers are behind the 
times. They are holdovers from a 
former century. Nowadays anybody 
who swears is set down at once as 
being coarse and vulgar. The young 
man who wants to succeed needs to 
take advantage of everything that 
may help him on. And swearing will 
be a black mark against him in any 
job he may have. And if he wants to 
associate with the right sort of girls 
he must keep his talk clean. Nobody 
wants a swearer in the office nor in 
the workshop^ nor on the train, nor 
in the hotel. The only place swearing 
fits is the saloon. Swearing means you 
don’t know how to talk. Your vocab¬ 
ulary is limited. It is the sign of ig¬ 
norance. Swearing means weakness. 
Ydu will notice that forceful men, 
whose words carry weight, use simple 
plain, words. When you swear it 
shows your impotence. It is the petty 
refuge of the helpless. If you can 
help a thing, help it, if not, keep still; 
anyway don’t swear. 

“I confidently predict that the next 
ten years will be the most prosperous 
in Canada’s history,” declared the 
Hon. P. C. Larkin, High Commissioner 
for Canada in London, on arrival in 
Winnipeg. “Without a doubt Canada 
is in a far better position to-day than 
any other country in the world.

The annual convention of Alberta 
municipalities is to be held at Edmon¬ 
ton, November 5 and 6. 

Peter Bouchard of Sault St. Marie 
who bought a one million mark bond 
last November for $76 was offered 

Alberta’s wool shipments from the 
various wool shipping centres has been 
upwards of one million pounds thus 
far this year. 

More and better fruit is being grown 
in the Medicine Hat district every 
year. .Two trees of crab apples grown 
within the city limits this year .yielded 
255 pounds of fruit. 

$1-3,000 for the^same a short time ago. 

A delegation from the Scottish He¬ 
brides have arrived in B.C. on their 
way to inspect Barkley Sound, Van¬ 
couver Island, where a settlement of 
fishermen from the Hebrides is expect¬ 
ed to be established next spring. 

A representative has been appointed 
at Maple Creek for the purchase of 
horses for Russia. It is expected that 
the first shipment will move about the 
end of October and will go via Montre¬ 
al or New York to Odessa. 

More than 7,000,000 bushels of west¬ 
ern Canadian wheat has already been 
booked for shipment , out of the port 
of Vancouver to Great Britain and the 
Orient in October and November. Ac¬ 
tual bushels booked ' to England are 
6,794,400 and to the* Orient 6,600 
bushels. 

According to press, dispatches from 
London, England, over 100,000 head of 
Canadian live cattle have been shipped 
to Great Britain since the cattle* em¬ 
bargo was removed in April 1923. 
About 40,000 haUh arrived so far this 
year and shipments will continue 
throughout the winter. 

Six elevators at Claresholm shipped 
from there up till last week, 315,000 
bushels of 1924 wheat, which is not 
too bad at prevailing prices. Many 
farmers will be able to pay up their 
outstanding indebtedness and have 
some to the good for the improvement 
of their farms. 

Considerable interest has been 
aroused among farmers here in the 
proposed sugar plant of the Utah Ida¬ 
ho Sugar Company. The representa¬ 
tives of the company have made a 
survey of the experimental plots of 
beets in the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince, j»nd state they are well satisfied 
wi{h the prospec.t It will not be 
known for some little time whether 
the sugar plant will be built at Leth¬ 
bridge or some other location. 

The invention of a new weed clean¬ 
ing machine to be attached to separa¬ 
tors, which was brought'out by W. J, 
Stephen, Field Crops Commissioner of 
the Province, and is being sponsored 
by the Provincial Deprrtment '6f Ag¬ 
riculture, has had several tests.recent¬ 
ly which have proved extremely sat¬ 
isfactory. Several of the attachments 
are now being made for use in the 
threshing operations at various points 
this fall. The attachment works on the 
principal of a fanning mill and has 
several seives which may be changed 
acoording to the kind of grain being 
threshed, and the class of weeds which 
might be encountered. The device 
cleans the grain throroughly of weeds. 

A well known and interesting char¬ 
acter in the early frontier life of the 
states in the person of Major Lillie, 
(“Pawnee Bill”) has been sojourning 
for the p^st ten days with Guy Wea- 
dick, at the Stampede Ranch. Mr. 
Lillie s a ma'fr well over sixty years 
of age, but looking much less with a 
healthy and fresh bloom on his face, 
and apparently as active as ever. It 
is his first visit to these parts and he 
was very enthusiastic over the coun¬ 
try and its present and future possi¬ 
bilities. He, for years, travelled his 
“Wild West Show” through the coun¬ 
try and later became a partner in the 
same business with “Buffalo Bill” 
which was successfully continued for 
several years. He was a conspicuous 
figure in the early days of settlement 
in the western States where he saw 
much active service. He is now loca¬ 
ted in Pawnee, Oklahoma, on his large 
cattle and grain ranch which is a mod¬ 
el in all respects and complete in de¬ 
tails, w.ith a magnificent large ranch 
house, with all modern conviencies 
where Mr. Lillie is enjoying health 
and happiness as the fruits of a very 
financially successful life. He was 
present at the Prince’s sale on Wed¬ 
nesday and purchased the best Bull of- 
Terred for sale at the price of $775. 
He will express him to his ranch in 
Oklahoma, where he will be used for 
breeding purposes.

0UR1MPRESSI0NS 

Being a Short Resume of Trip Across 
The Ocean 


By Charlea Clark 

Our stay in Edinburg was all-too- 
short. However, every moment was 
utilized and our interesting guide, Mr. 
Tennant had an intimate knowledge of 
Edinburgh’s historic sites and in his 
own bright way, explained everything 
that was of interest. With him we 
visited Parliament House, St. Giles 
Cathedral, The Castle, Holyrood Pal¬ 
ace, Cannongate and other minor plac¬ 
es. The morning was devoted to Par¬ 
liament House, now used as law 
courts; St. Gile’s cathedral, and the 
Castle, with the surrounding streets. 
In the Advocates’ Library (in which 
there are about 700,000 volumes) we 
were shown some interesting mam;-’ 
scripts. Included among these were 
Scott’s original manuscripts of “Ma*-- 
mion” and of “Waverly.” Consid¬ 
ering what I had to read as bo the 
facility with which Sir Walter Scott 
composed, I was surprised to see the 
large number of erasures he had 
made. We also saw the originals of 
\he “National Covenant” signed by 
tlta .Covenanters, in some cases with 
the\f blood—with the signatuie of 
the. one traitor erased. The Papal 
bull of 132Q recognizing the Inde- 
pedence of Scotland also was to be 
seen. 

Across Parliament Square, St. Gile’s 
cathedral, while by no means so large 
or so ornate as some of the cathedrals 
of England, is certainly altogether un-. 
usual for a Presbyterian kirk. It has 
some fine memorials and artistic fea¬ 
tures, and round it cluster many tra¬ 
ditions. Nearly everybody wanted to 
see Jenny Geddes’ stool, whose flight 
started the long conflict between Epis¬ 
copacy and Presbyterianism. It is 
preserved in the museum. John Knox 
is, of course^ the outstanding figure in 
connection with St. Giles’, of which 
,he was the minister. It seemed rather 
strange that his grave in the adjoining 
square should be marked only by a 
tablet in the pavement, and not pro¬ 
tected from irreverent footsteps. 

Unfortunately our visit to the Castle 
was much hurried and we had only 
time to glance at the many interesting 
features, including the great banquet¬ 
ing hall where Charles I. and Crom¬ 
well were feasted, and where the 
young Douglases were faced with the 
bull’s head—the ancient Scottish sym¬ 
bol of death—as a presage of their 
assassination. We went down into the 
dungeons, which have recently been 
cleared of rubbish, and saw some of 
the iriscriptiihs made by the French 
prisoners during the wars of the eight¬ 
eenth and early part of the nineteenth 
centuries. But the most impressive 
sight was the beautiful view over the 
city and surrounding country. One 
marvels that the Castle could ever 
have been taken by escalade. There 
scarcely seems footing for a goat. 
But there was. TTiere was so many 
other visitors on the day we were 
there, that we could scarcely get into 
some of the rooms. The Castle’s 
chief purpose nowadays is a resort 
for- tourists and sightseers, though 
there was a company of the King’s 
Own Scottish Borderers quartered 
there. The work of preservation and 
restoration is being actively carried 
on. 

Wandering through the halls where 
prior to the Union of 1707 the Parlia¬ 
ment of Scotland used to meet, I nat¬ 
urally was inspired to enquire whether 
there was any movement, 0 r desire, in 
Scotland, for ; the revival of a separate 
legislature. Our guide told us that 
sentimentally people sometimes ex¬ 
pressed such a wish, but it had not 
reached the point of being practical 
politics, nor was there much proba¬ 
bility that it would, unless it should 
come to pass that the Parliament at 
Westminster found it necessary to del 
egate some of its duties to local legis¬ 
latures. Yet, nevertheless, one felt all 
the time that'there is a distinct Scot¬ 
tish national atmosphere in Edinburgh 
not altogether sympathetic to the 
people south of the border. This, not 
withstanding the fact that ethnologi- 
cally the Southern Soot is related bo 
the Anglo-Saxons rather than to their 
Highland fellow countrymen. 

We were entertained at luncheon 
when we met two hundred of the 
American Advertising Club who were 
on a visit to the city and who were 
entertained with us by the Edinburgh 
newspapers. It was a great function 
but time did not permit of long speech¬ 
es although the American and Cana¬ 
dian representatives transgressed by 
speaking beyond the time limit, not¬ 
withstanding the warning of the may¬ 
or. This appears to be a failing of 
the average speaker on this side' of 
the water while in the old Country, 
the after-dinner speaker Is pithy and 
pungent iin his remarks. 

After luncheon we went to Holy- 
rood, Palace where our guide told us 
the traditions of that ancient palace. 
There we breathed the atmosphere of 
Mary Quden of Scots, an atmosphere 
of tragedy and romance. Holyrood 
was originally an abbey, of- which 
portions remain, erected by David I. 
of Scotland, in the twelfth century, 
and owes its name to the fact that it 
was built in gratitude for the King’s 
deliverance from a fierce stag, through 
the mysterious interposition of a cross 
“Holy Rood.” It is still a royal pal¬ 
ace, and it was here that “Jamie 
Brown” the plain Scottish miner, held 
his levee as Lord Higlr Commissioner 
to the General Assembly of the Church 
of Scotland and was waited upon as 
the King’s representative by all the 
Scottish aristocracy. Queen Victoria, 
we were told, never liked Holyrood, 
but Queen Mary has made herself very 
popular with the Edinburgh folk by 
permitting the children to play in her 
royal gardens on several days every 
was never abused. It was rather in¬ 
week. We 'were told that the privilege 
teresting bo know that up to 1881, 
debtors were free from prosecution 
within the “sanctuary”- surrounding 
Holyrood. At one time it was a sanc¬ 
tuary of criminal as well as civil 
delinquents, and there was so large a 
number of refugees that they formed 
a community of their own and did 
business among themselves. 

Then an hour wandering through 
Canongate. Formerly this was the 
aristocratic part of the city, and many 
of the houses have historic associa¬ 
tions. Now it is a poor district Never¬ 
theless the historic sites are being 
marked and preserved. Prominent 
among them is John Knox’s house. 
We were shown a very plain building 
(exteriorly) in which the-oldest ma¬ 
sonic lodge in the city meets. It is 
situated in a “dose” where ragged

little urchins were playing, and family 
washings hanging out of the windows. 
Yet we were told that on the occasion 
of a recent meeting £276,000 worth of 
automobiles were parked in the nar¬ 
row street. 

Edinburgh reminded some of our 
party of Quebec—the towering castle; 
the magnificient view from its ram¬ 
parts; the stone buildings; the narrow- 
steep streets; the numerous historic 
buildings. There are, of course, some 
striking differences, but on the whole 
the Canadian city is not unworthy of 
comparison, either from a scenic or 
from an historic standpoint. Edin¬ 
burgh has four times the population 
of Quebec but it does not stretch over 
a very wide area, as I found when I 
drove out in the evening to the Forth 
bridge, that great engineering struc¬ 
ture, over a mile long, and 460 feet 
high. 

It is only a short run by rail from 
Edinburgh to Glasgow, but the atmos¬ 
phere is quite different. Edinburgh is 
academic, legal and literary. Glasgow 
is business. That does not, however, 
mean that art and the other sensibil¬ 
ities have no place in the fine city on 
the Clyde. Contrariwise, the first place 
we were taken to see was the munici¬ 
pal art building, lacking the air of 
antiquity of any other art galleries, 
but aside from this we saw nothing 
finer or more impressive. The scope 
and beauty of the collections of the 
pictures, the statuary and the antiqui¬ 
ties from Egypt and other countries 
wfls bewildering to those who had but 
a short time to spend viewing them. 
We were not toJd how much the city 
has spent on this institution, but it 
must be a very large sum. The build- 
ihg itself is an extremely expensive 
piece of architecture; and as we moved 
through the galleries whose walls 
were covered with the work of artists 
ancient and modern, our guide, show¬ 
ed us picture after picture valued at 
from £10,000 to £30,000. These old 
country cities evidently consider it 
worth while to spend money freely in 
order to enable their people to enjoy 




could judge from conversation, and 
from newspapers, that the state of the 
shipbuilding trade was given a great 
deal of concern. One thing that was 
practically perturbing was the an¬ 
nouncement that orders for several 
ships had been placed in Holland by 
a British firm, at a laige saving over 
British prices. It appears that the 
Dutch Government is subsidising ship¬ 
building, in the hope of establishing 
it as a national industry. This com¬ 
bined with cheaper labour, is making 
it hard for the British firms to com¬ 
pete.

Editor of Vulcan Advocate: 

Just lately I read in your paper that 
Sir William Ashley in a speech at 
Winnipeg, asked if the western far¬ 
mers treated the men right who har¬ 
vested their wheat. As I am an old | 
farmer, I think I can answer that 
question because 1 can speak from ex¬ 
perience. Yes, these men come to har¬ 
dest what they didn’t sow. ’ It is easy 
to reap what others have sowed. Sir 
Ashley thinks it is shocking to turn 
away men who are done and paid for 
their work. May I ask how many I. 
W.W.’s Sir Ashley is feeding? He 
says the I. W. W.’s are organized to 
oppose that sort of thing. Yes, they 
are organized for plunder. Who ever 
beard of some healthy men being fed 
by anyone because they worked for 
him a few days? Wages never wore 
as high as in these last years. What 
about the men who worked for fifty 
cents a day? Many of them are far¬ 
mers and employers now. Would it 
be too much to ask why the working 
men don’t save some of their great 
earnings? Who is responsible for a 
sane healthy man? Nobody but him¬ 
self, Suppose Sir Ashley applied the 
science of common sense. Two and 
two are fojir, nothing more. It is 
simply laughable to see working men 
at Hie present soaring wages, so poor 
that they must be fed. A working 
man these days could save enough for 
a whole life time. They save money 
to give to labor unions to cause more 
trouble. When a working man is 
broke, they blame his employer, claim¬ 
ing he is not paid enough. 

Years ago men worked for fifty 
cents day. The fifty cents a day man 
owns a farm, the eight dollar a day 
man owns a pipe. Who is to blame ? 
Can you blame the man they worked 
for? It is not how much you pay a 
man, it is the man that is the differ¬ 
ence. If the fifty cents a day man got 
rich, the eight dollar a day man ought 
to be able to feed himself. It is not 
fair to kick at our farmers and indus¬ 
tries, give the kick where it belongs. 

The harvesters come into our fields 
after they are ripe, and demand four, 
six, and eight dollars a day, and just' 
a few hours work a day, and the 
farmers stand helpless. The worst of 
it is that the higher the wages, the 
slower they work. We always keep ex¬ 
tra board for them, our daily board is 
too cheap. In harvest and thrashing 
they want to live like millionaires. 
They kick for everything and the least 
thing will make them strike and quit. 
Strikes, more pay and less work until 
harvest and threshing, have become 
an awful nightmare. Worst of all is 
they “quit without reason.” Worried 
and bent, the farmers and thresher- 
men are still sticking to their jobs. 
The truth is they don’t know just how 
nice to treat their men, while howling 
and kicking is still going on and they 
are never satisfied. 

As soon as they get their pay they 
streatn off to the cities and many of 
them spend a summer’s earnings in a 
week’s time, and that is the reason 
why they are always broke. Their 
suffering is caused by their own reck¬ 
less extravagance. Where does the 
blame come in? What is the matter 
with the working man of today ? 
Sane, healthy and overpaid, demand¬ 
ing to be fed ? Asking to be fed by 
those who worked for fifty cents as it 
is the fifty cents a day man who has 
made good. This wheat field today, is

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Cathedral Church of Glasgow. Ded¬ 
icated to St. Mungo, and built and 
restored after a fire in the twelfth 
century, it survives piactically in its 
original state. The crypt itself is a 
church, and has frequently been used 
for worship. The 159.-windows are 
an art gallery, though most of them 
are comparitively modem, having 
been installed about the middle of 
the last century. The great east 
window was given by Queen Victoria. 
Oliver fromwell attended service in 
the cathedral during his visit to 
Glasgow, aft^r the battle of Dunbar, 
and listened to a sermon from Mr. 
Zachary Boyd, a Presbyterian minis¬ 
ter, in which he roundly denounced 
the Protector. Cromwell’s Secre¬ 
tary wanted to pistol the bold preach¬ 
er, but Cromwell instead invited Mr. 
Boyd to supper, and then prayed 
with him for three hours. 

These two buildings—ancient and 
modern—were the only ones we vis¬ 
ited as a party in Glasgow, except the 
splendid city hall, with its magnifi¬ 
cent marble staircase, where a civic 
reception was tendered us, in con¬ 
junction with another delegation from 
the American Advertising Club 
feature of this recction was 
Scottish music and dancing, which' 
fairly enthralled the Scottish mem¬ 
bers of our party. A wonderful enter¬ 
tainment was provided with Scotland’s 
greatest singers in evidence, in one 
room. In the large reception room, 
tables well-laden with refreshments 
and eats were being well patronized 
while in the large dance hall, dancing 
was going on. Here we saw the 
Scotch Reel and Highland Fling 
danced as it should be danced, with 
dignity and grace. 

Glasgow is a city of a million, and 
therefore contains about a fifth of 
the population of Scotland. It is 
the second city in point of numbers 
in .the United Kingdom, and the third 
in the British Empire, Calcutta hav¬ 
ing a copple of hundred thousand 
more inhabitants. As I said, it is a 
business city. Nowhere, except at 
Liverpool and Mancheter, did we see 
less evidence of catering to the tour¬ 
ist trade. Shipbuilding is, of course 
the great industry. But at the time 
we were there, the shipyards werer 
idle, some of them because of lack 
of orders, and the others because it 
was the yearly holiday week. Practi¬ 
cally all the factories were closed. 
Consequently while there were plenty 
of men round the streets, it was im¬ 
possible to tell whether or not they 
were out of employment. But one 


good time paid for by the other fel¬ 
low. 

Sir Ashley would be alarmed if he 
saw such articles in the papers. The 
Canadian farmer is afraid of nothing. 
He has turned the rolling prairies into 
golden grain fields. He has built 
homes and schools and cities. He has 
paid debts and taxes. His bed was 
hard and his food scant but he pulled 
his load and blamed nobody. He has 
a friend, his good wife. He has a for¬ 
tune in 'his eight children. He is not 
broke, he feeds them all. No article 
in any paper can shake all that. 

And here is more; these working 
men come to a farmer and demand his 
car and his best horses. Horses tired 
to death by the week’s work, are taken 
out on Sundays, whipped around at 
race speed to entertain the men and if 
the farmprs object, tV man quits. My 
neighbor’s hired manjtook his car and 
broke it. The repaircost my neighbor 
three hundred dollars. My- other 
neighbor’s man broke the car and took 
it to the garage and left the country. 
Give us a law which makes labor re¬ 
sponsible and respectable. Mobs of 
idle men demanding higher pay than 
anyone, can afford to give, can’t get 
job and then demands .to be fed 
__ hy should men who quit in harvest 
and threshing time be paid? Why 
should not a working man fill his place 
and be respectable? I once asked one 
of those starving men in Calgary, if 
he would work for twenty-six dollars 
a month during the winter, he answer¬ 
ed, that before he would work for 
twenty-six dollars a month in winter, 
he would turn a bandit. I had to work 
for my board, why can’t the boys now, 
do the same? Ha! a dog would be 
ashamed to do that. One I.W.W. told 
the boys that when they wanted a job 
they set fire to the bush. Should afiy 
civilized government tolerate organi¬ 
zations that rob the farmers, plunders 
and stops industries and kill our poor 
citizens for doing honest work ? A 
strike is a plot to plunder. When 
strikers kill outside men, strike bc- 
oomeg murder. Murder is a crime 
punishable ’by death. Hence strike is 
a crime punishable by death. How 
long before labor unions will be kissed 
anil adored by sleeping people ?

Materials are 
pouring into Lomond, which has taken 
on the appearance of a little city as 
a result of the extensive construction 
program carried on this summer. 
There remains another month of grad¬ 
ing on the Kipp extension, according 
to information gathered by the Leth¬ 
bridge Herald^rgporter. Whether this 
will allow for the completion of the 
read this fall is problematical, but 
every effort will lie made to push the 
work as rapitlly^as possible. Large 
quantities of_constriction material art 
moving into tlamond City, the re¬ 
maining gap extending north from 
that point for /approximately three 
miles. Grading Jon the Kipp branch 
will be finished early in November. It 
is certain that the Lomond extension 
Will be ready to move out the crop this 
season. It is estimated that no less 
than half a million bushels of wheat 
will be delivered at the track to bo 
carried over the new line to the world 
markets. Practically all this crop lies 
on the west end of the extension 
where yields are good. The Lomond 
extension covers a distance of 40 miles 
Arrowood being the terminus. The 
other stations are Armada, Pageant, 
Milo, Queenstown and Shouldice. The 
country tapped is excellent for gener¬ 
al farming, usually getting a fair 
amount of moisture. Crops are fairly 
certain.

THE MUNICIPAL HOSPITAL 

(From the High River Times) 

Af. the last regular meeting of the 
High River Hospital Board held on 
the 10th inst., the general standing of 
conditions were reviewed and a com- 
paritive statement of its affairs to 
August 31st, was presented by the 
Secretary. This statement shows a 
flattering status and reflects great 
credit upon the management. The 
patient cost per day, based on the 
number of hospital days, shows a 
substantial reduction, while the cash 
receipts show the yery substantial in- 1 
crease of $2332.54 over those of last 
year up to this time. The increased 
expenses over last year were $372.28, 
leaving a net increase of earnings to 
August 31st, of $1185.66. The de¬ 
bentures for this year have been paid 
and there is due the Hospital in col¬ 
lectable taxes, over $25,000 and a 
present credit bank balance on hand of 
over $3000.00. From this good show¬ 
ing and the decision of the board to 
forego the building of a nurses home, 
it is fully expected that the hospital 


taxes for the coming year will permit 
of a reduction without detriment to 
the efficiency of the Hospital or its 
enviable financial standing. The nur¬ 
ses have been established in a rented 
home and the space occupied by them 
in the hospital is being arranged for 
larger hospital accomodations to care 
for the increased demands. Our hos¬ 
pital has the proud distinction of 
graduating the first Municipal Hospi¬ 
tal pupil nurses in Canada and the 
graduates were signally honored by 
having their pins presented them per¬ 
sonally by H.R.H. The Prince of Wales 
and their diplomas autographed by 
him. The graduating exercises at the 
Town Hall on Friday, evening .last 
when the diplomas were awarded to 
the two graduates by Dr. Laidlaw, of 
the Provincial Municipal Hospitals 
was also an event of marked interest 
in the progress of our hospital and the 
large attendance present indicated the 
people were behind the institution and 
eager for its success. We can point 
with pride to our hospital and its ca¬ 
pable superintendent and staff of 
nurses and the members of the hospit 
tal board who have made it an envi¬ 
able reputation throughout the entire 
dominion. ^
